THE BULLETIN, it appears, was misinformed 
as to Steele's scouts having been settled with 
satisfactorily in Calgary. The settlement 
mentioned in the BULLETIN of last issue, was 
merely in prospective. Not even full wages 
were paid, only a payment on account, Hat- 
ton’s men, whose pay was $1.75 per day, 
were paid off upon arrival, and the anthori 
ties in Winnipeg and Ottawa seem inclined 
to ignore altogether the $2.50 per day rate, 
and pay only 31.76. Considering that men 
received $4 and 85 a day as herders, boatmen, 
teamstera, etc., $2.50 a day is not an exor- 
bitant rate to pay for the same class of men 
on more dangerous service, and the authori. 
ties show very little policy, and a far leas 
sense of justice, in objecting to the payment, 
If it had been agreed to give the men 840 a 
day the amount shogld Rave been paid. At 
the time the ts were required the 
rate of pay was no object. They did their 
part well and all they now ask is for the 
authorities to do what they agreed to, If 
they do stand the men off with less than 
they agreed to pay them it will be the deartst 
money thev ever saved. Scouts may be 
wanted again as bad or worse than before, 
and the rate that will have to be paid then 
depends on the satisfactory nature of the 
deal now, The fault does not rest with Gen 
Stranye or the officers of the Alberta force, 
who are doing all they can to secure an 
eqnitable settlement, and may yet succeed, 


It may be taken for granted now that Ed. 
monton is going to harvest a very large grain 
crop, especially of wheat and oats, and a 
large potatoe crop ag well, Lt is just possible 
that there will be more both of roote and 
grain than will be required for home con 
sumption, and consequently prices will be 
low, Atthe same time at Battleford and 
Prince Albert there is neither roots nor grain 
of home growth, and what ‘s required noust 
be brought in overland, paving bigh rates of 
freight. These two settlements require far 
more grain and potatoes than Edmonton has 
to spare, The river forms an easy means of 
communication, but it must be take an ad 
vantage of this fall to secure the highest 
prices and surest sales, Potatoes could very 
well be put on fat boats at Edmonton by the 
middle of next month, and would, unless the 
river falla very low, be eure to reach at least 
Battleford befove hard frost seta in, With 
an early harvest and plenty of self-binders 
and threshers in the country, it would surely 
be possible by an extra effort to get some 
seed wheat and oats down by eimilar means 
If vot a larze amount, at least enough to 
prevent a chance of @ glut of the market 
here. It will be too bad should high) prices

The appeal in the Riel cave was to be 
argued before the Manitoba court of Queen's 
Bench on the 20th inst. 

Mclver, the men shot lately by Indians 
while going down the South Branch has died 
of his wounds in the hospital at Maple Creek. 

The Winnipeg Light Infantry arrived at 
Saskatchewan landing, nerth of Swift Cur- 
rent,on August 10th, on the way to Winnipeg. 

Twenty-eight of the prisoners captured at 
Batoche have pleaded guilty of treason- 
felony at Regina, with the understanding 
that their punishment would not be severe, 

Major Buchan, of the 90th, has been ap- 
pointed commandant of the military school 
to be started in Winnipeg. Lieut. Col. Gras- 
set, of the Grenadiers, is to be commandant. 
of the one to be started in London, Ont. 

A fight occurred in the ccunty Monaghan, 
Ireland, on August 7, between a party of 
Orangemen who had been cutting hay as 

substitutes for evicted tenants, and a party 
of the latter with friends, The Orangemen 
fired upon the tenants who they thought 
were going to attack them. 

On July 31st a party of eight mill hands, 
working at the Eau Claire Co's saw mills, in 
the Cypress hills, thirty-eight miles south of 
Maple creck, were attacked by Indians and 
were compelled to swim across a lake in order 
to escape. The police were sent for but no 
arrests had been made at last accounts. 

Calgary Herald, August 12; Col. Herch. 
mer with 82 police has gone to the Blackfoot 
crossing to arrest some Crees or halfbreeds 
there who were inciting the Blackfeet to re- 
bellion. Two blocks of lots on Sec. 16 have 
been granted tothe Calgary school district 
for school purposes. W. Eleton and E, 
Decker were arrested at Moose Jaw for travel- 
ling on forged railroad passes. The C. P. R. 
line between Medicine Hat and Crowfoot is be- 
ing ballasted, Fourteen thousand head of 
cattle are on the way in for Moreton Frew- 
en’s ranche, and 10,000 more are to follow. 
Messrs. IAneham and McLaughlin left for tne 
vorth on the Lith with 120 head of cattle 
and 140 horses. Major Steele has been 
ordered to Ottawa. Rev. Pere Lacombe and 
Jas. Reilly have been appointed census com- 

missioners for this district. G.C. King has 
been appointed collector of customs at Cal- 
wary. 

The terns of the grant of land to volun 
teers are as follows: Kach member of the en- 
rolled militia force actually engaged and 
bearing armsin the suppression of the Indian 
and halfbreed outbreak, and serving west of 
Port Arthur, since the 25th day of March 
last, including officers and men, is entitled to 
a free homestead of two adjoining quarter 
sections, 320 acres, of any even-numbered 
section of unoocupied and unclaimed lands 
in Manitoba or the North-West territories, 
open for homestead and pre-emption entry.

Whereas by the nineteenth section of the 
North-West Territories act, 1880, as amended 
by the third section of chapter 51 of the stat- 
utes of Canada, 1885, it is enacted that when 
and so soon as the Lieutenant-Governor is 
satisfied by such proof as he may require, 
that any electoral district contains a@ popu- 
lation of 2.000 inhabitants of adult age, ex- 
clusive of aliens and unenfranchised Indians, 
he may, by proclamation, erect such electo- 
ral district into two electoral districts, each 
of which shall be entitled to elect a member. 


And Whereas, I am satisfied that the elec- 
toral district of Edmonton contains a popu- 
lation exceeding tw thousand inhabitants of 
adult age, exclusive of aliens and unenfran- 
chised Indians.

Believing this condition of affairs to be 1n- 
just, it will be my aim to direct all she power 
the council possesses to bring the question 
before the federal govornment with the view 
of being accorded representation in the house 
of commons. 


As at present constituted the council pos- 
sesses very limited legislative power, which 
should be enlarged and extended so as to 
vive it the same powers and functions as a 
province, aud more particularly to give it the 
control of wl monies in its treasury, aud to 
conduct all local affairs upon the system of 
responsible government, 


Believing that it is upon the agricultura! 
and mining industries that we must toa 
great extent depend for the present and 
future prosperity of the of the North West, it 
will always be my first aim to secure and as 
sist such legislation as will benefit and help 
the farmers, encourage immigration, protect 
and develop the mining interest. 


I consider the half-breeds of the country 
are entitied to the same treatment as their 
brethren received in Manitoba, and therefore 
Iwill supportas far as possible any effort 
made to secure that which they have a right 
to look for. 


If elected I shall serve the people of this 
district to the best of my ability, without 
fear or favor, and without respect to party,
